Old Jonas had no time 
for frivolity. Building J. L. Brandeis € 
Sons took all his life's endeavor. The second 
generation relaxed a bit from this rigorous 
code. There were three sons, Emil, Hugo, 
and Arthur, who was E. John’s father. It 


is gossipped in Omaha that the three gons 
made their largest contributions to the Bran- 
deis business when they died; that each was 
insured for a million dollars in favor of the 
store.

After E. John had seitied for this. hunt- 
ing -venture with a check for approximatciy 
$250,000 he went.on_a-tour. of the .world. 
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Meanwhile, it had developed, he had gone on 
a hunting trip for a private secretary. His 
nhame was fmrolved in the suit of Clarence E. 
Hall of Omaha for divorce from Mrs. Helen 
Grady Hall. 

Mrs. Hall, it appears from her testimony 
in the divorce suit, which was tried in May, 
1922, was unaware that E. John Brandeis had 
other than right motives in his, association 
with her. But her husband told a rather pa- 
thetic story of what that association had done 
to his home. #iis testimony, in substance. 
was: 

“She was always talking:about E. John to 
me. She was his private secretary and he 
her presents. She came home 
with a fur coat I had not bought for 
her. He bought her a pistol and a wrist 
watch and other things. We were married 
in 1917 and lived happily for two ‘years.

He was off on another anecdote, which he 
related between prodigious bites of celery, It 
had to do with one Jimmy Andrews, now 
serving 10 years for bank robbery at Fort 
Madison. It seemed that Jimmy Andrews is 
not his right name. He is the son of a St. 
Louis man, according to Yackey. 

“But I wouldn't tell you the father's 
name.” said Yackey. “Jimmy is a white guy. 
I'm fond of Jimmy. He's one of my boys. 
I've got a letter from him in my pocket right 
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now. His secret is safe with me.”

On Aug. 2, 1920, five men robbed the Bark 
of Granger at Granger, Ia., 15 miles from Des 
Moines, of $50,000 cash and $225,000 in se- 
curities. Yackey reasoned that the gang 
would lie up in Des Moines until the thing 
blew over. So he plunged into the city’s 
underworld and learned, it is said, from a 
jealous woman rival that Dutch Don Carlos, 
a notorious light o’ love, was entertaining one 
“Nervy” Allen, whose racket was known ts 
be safe jobs. Hi and his co-workers raided 
the Don Carlos woman’s room one night and 
found Nervy there. In a bureau drawer Hi 
discovered some registered war savings 

‘ stamps which had been part of the Granger 
bank loot. Nervy refused to confess his part 
in the robbery, so Hi went after the men 
known to have been Nervy’s pals. Soon Hi 
rounded up Jimmy Andrews, Bud Joyce, Ar- 
thur Sandy and Dale Truitt. 

With these suspects in jail, Hi started in 
to see which of them he could “ecrack’’ and 
from him wring a confession. He selected 
Jimmy Andrews, to whom he talked like a 
father to a son, pretending that he had a 
lot more evidence against the gang than 
he did have.

He knew that these slips of paper contained 
writing, but it was invisible. He knew also 
that thieves have a method of invisible writ- 
ing which is easily exposed. The method is 
to wet one sheet of paper and place a dry 
sheet on top of it. The writing is done on 
the dry top sheet and is impressed after the 
manner of carbon copies on the wet under- 
sheet. When the wet sheet dries the writing 
disappears, but if it is moistened again it 
will show up sufficiently to be read. So Hi 
managed to appropriate one of these notes, 
unknown to the prisoners, and read it. The 
note said: 

‘Bverything is fixed to bump Hi off tomor- 


row. 

Or something like that. Even Hi has for- 
gotten the exact words. But he remembers 
their portent. By some exceedingly quick

world he learned that Dutch Don Carlos, 
who was Nervy Allen's woman, had hired 
gunmen from Kansas City to kill Hi the next 
day when he took the prisoners to Adele 
by automobile. 

A less courageous man might bave exposed 
the plot, asked for extra guards, and fright- 
ened the would-be assassins away. But Hi 
wanted the gunmen to try to kill him. He 
said nothing about the plot, but carried 
through the original plans. His only pre- 
caution was to arm himself with two big pis- 
tols and a riot gun. With these he sat fac- 
ing his prisoners as the car left Des Moines. 
The prisoners thought it over and evidently 
decided to call off the assassination. It is 
understood, now, that they signaled in some 
way to a car which «was following Hi’s ma- 
chine and that the gunmen riding in it, fell 
back. Hi is an expert with a pistol and has 
been known to hit three telephone poles in 
succession from a speeding auto. 

The above story was related to me by Ross 


C. Saunders, now chief of organization for. 


the Illinois Bankers’ Association who former- 
ly worked with Hi in the Iowa Bureau of4n- 
vestigation. Saunders still lives in Des Moines 
and was here on a yisit when I arrived.

“Hi did probably more than any other man 
in the State to reduce bank robberies and 
the losses from bank robberies,” Saunders 


said, “‘during the. period from 1920 to 1923. 
In 1920 Iowa had 56 bank robberies with a 
total loss of $268,000. Then the Bureau 
Investigation was organized by the Gove 
because an emergency existed. During the 
next three years the number of robberies de- 
clined until in 1923 there were only eight 
bank jobs, of which but three were success- 
ful. The loss amounted to but $2625, That 
is an amazing reduction.” 

To further illustrate Hi Yackey’s ingenuity 
and nerve in solving bank robberies, the 
Pisgah bank case might: be cited. The Pis- 
gah Savings Bank at Pisgab, Ia., was robbed 
by four men Dec. 23, 1921, and about $20,- 
000 worth of bonds were taken. Some time 
later a young man entered a bank at Council 
Bluffs and tried to sell a $50 bond. The 
cashier stalled him off, took the number of 
the bond and wired the Iowa Bankers’ Asso. 
clation. The association, by consulting its list 
of the bonds stolen from Pisgah, learned that 
the bond had been stolen from this bank. 
They told Hi about it and he advised the 
Council Bluffs bank to buy the bond and not 
alarm the gang's agent. But let Hi tell it as 
he related the details to me in Cherokee: 

“I got in touch with this fellow and pre- 
tended I was in the market for cheap bonds. 
I told him I didn't care where they came 
from, just so they were cheap. I pretended 


I was on the shady side, did some loafing . 


around pool halls and a little drinking with 
the mob. Pretty soon I convinced the agent 
that I was ‘good people” and he fixed it up 
with me. The mob was hiding out in Omaha 
and had the stuff there. 

“When we got to Omaha the agent wanted 
me to ride with him, blindfolded, to the 
gang's hangout. He didn’t exactly trust me. 
I didn’t exactly trust him, either. I figured 
maybe he had rapped to the fact that J was 
a dick and was laying to bump me off. But 
I wanted those bonds and there wae nothing 
to do but be nice and let him blindfold‘me. 
He tied a handkerchief around my eyes and 
we set off. I had a gun in my overcoat pock- 
et, but I figured that if he was going to croak 
me he'd wait unt) we got to the dive so as 
not to mess up the taxicab. I tried to count 
the blocks as we rattled over crossings and 
as the car swayed to right or left I'd know 
we turned. 

“But he soon mixed me up and when, fin- 
ally we stopped, I hadn't an idea where we 
were. Then I did some rapid thinking, I 
didn't want the shooting to start with me 
blindfolded. It was late at night and dark 
enough anyway, without a handkerchief over 
your eyes, So 1 took a chance. I risked ang- 
ering him and blowing up the whole lay. 
‘Hell,’ L said, ‘this handkerchief is too tot.’ 
I pulled it off. It was a natural action and 
after he squinted at me @ moment he con- 
cluded that I was ‘good people’ and we could 
talk business with the gang. 

“So we had a nice confab, T learned where 
the bonds were and I got good mental pice 
tures of the guys who pulled off the Pisgah 
job. I arranged with them to buy the bonds 
later, framed them, and in the first pinch 
caught Al Flori, D. D. Goodwin and R. G. 
Beatty. Giles Puryear, the fourth man, got 
away but we landed him, finally. They are 
all in Fort Madison now, and [| recovered 
every damn one of those bonds.”
